Tech Facilities Praised 

Bulletin: Superintendent of Schools John J. Theobald has recommended 
to the Board of Education that the name of East New Pork Vocational 
High School be amended by inserting the words “and Technical” to make it 
read East New York Vocational and Technical High School. The change 
was recommended because the school recently received New York State 

^approval of its technical program. 

Dr. Nelson Murbach, Chief of the 
Bureau of Trade and Technical Edu¬ 
cation of the New York State Educa¬ 
tion Department, and Assistant Su¬ 
perintendent Philip Becker, of the 
New York City Board of Education, 
paid a visit to East New York last 
month. The supervisors, accompanied 
by Mr. Edward N. Wallen, the prin¬ 
cipal, and certain members of the 
school staff, inspected classrooms, 
shops, and laboratories while classes 
were being conducted. 

Dr. Murbach indicated that he was 
pleased with what he saw, in regard 
to both the instruction and the facili¬ 
ties of the school. He was interested 
in the development of the vocational 
aviation course and in the expanding 
technical program for which the 
school received State approval a few 
months ago. “I am glad to see that 
your technical course is coming along 
so well,” said Dr. Murbach. 

The mechanical technical course is 
geared to give training to higl^ school 
students to become technicians in in¬ 
dustry. In addition, the way is open 
for a graduate to be accepted in an 
engineering college to study any of 
the various branches of engineering. 
Students, upon completion of a rig¬ 
orous course of study, are eligible to 
receive a New York State technical 
diploma. Brooklyn Technical High 
School is the only other school in 
Brooklyn offering this technical course.

Somebody once said you can’t judge a book by its cover. 
That’s true with people too, but sometimes you can make 
a pretty good estimate of a person by the clothes he wears 
or how he wears them. 

One of the signs of success in life is good grooming. 
Good grooming can be considered the mirror of your per¬ 
sonality. In it others can see and judge what kind of 
person you are. This can either be a handicap or an asset 
depending upon what is reflected. 

Good grooming is not just dressing well. It’s knowing 
how to dress, also. Dungarees and a boat neck sweater 
might be appropriate in the country, but you certainly 
wouldn’t wear them on a date. On a camping trip or on a 
hike going unshaven might be the style, but you wouldn’t 
go to a prom with bristles on your chin. Sneakers are 
mandatory in gym but you’re “doing your feet dirty” (in 
more ways than one) if you wear them to school, especially 
during the winter months. 

Attention to small, seemingly insignficant details make 
for good grooming. The problem is that these details are 
many and individually easy to neglect. It’s not hard to 
take the rough edges off a job in shop. You just take a 
file, rub a little, and they are gone. It’s not so easy with 
people. Clothes cost money. Cleanliness takes time and 
effort. Appropriateness takes thought. And people ask 
the question, “Does it pay?” 

There is a simple way of answering that question for 
yourself. First, take a careful look at the people you meet 
in the street or in the subway, or in any of the shops or 
stores you patronize. Then ask yourself how you would 
rate each person’s appearance. (We might call this rating 
a person’s GQ or grooming quotient.) Look at the people 
who hold good jobs and have the respect of others. Then 
at those who find jobs hard to get. What group has the 
higher average GQ? Does it pay???

Weiner Attends Annual 
Lincoln Day Celebration

On February 12, I was privileged to attend the Annual 
Lincoln Day Celebration, held in the Great Hall of the 
Cooper Union for the Advancement of Science and Art, 
Second Avenue and 8th Street, in Manhattan. 

Several hundred adults and high school students heard 
such distinguished speakers as Johnson E. Fairchild, As¬ 
sistant to the President at Cooper Union; Maurice Hop¬ 
kins, Assistant Superintendent of New York City High 
Schools; Judge Louis I. Kaplan, Commissioner of Investi¬ 
gation, The City of New York, and special guest speaker, 
Mr. Ralph McGill, Editor of the Atlanta Constitution. The 
orchestra and chorus of the High School of Music and 
Art and Mr. William Gephart, baritone, also performed. 
The selections of Mr. Gephart and the H.S. of Music and 
Art Orchestra were of special significance, for they in¬ 
cluded melodies which were popular in the days of Lincoln. 

The highlight of the festivities was the address on “The 
Meaning of Lincoln Today,” presented by Mr. Ralph 
McGill. Mr. McGill, who stressed the importance of “clos¬ 
ing the gap” between technological and social sciences 
through the process of “public togetherness,” showed how, 
though we are a century apart, our society still contains 
the same basic social and economic problems as did Lin¬ 
colns. I, like every person within the sound of Mr. McGill’s 
voice, was literally hypnotized by the words of this self- 
made man. 

In the latter part of the program, the Cooper Union 
was presented with the most complete collection of letters 
and speeches made by Lincoln, in the very same “Great 
Hall.”
